SUBJECT: Resignation of Robert MorLey as Assistant Scout Shop Manager, 
N T ew England Scout Shop 

The night of September 6, 1983, Paul Cunningham, Associate Director of Sales 
received a call from Ken f 3rien, che manager of the Mew England Scout Shop 
outlining a personnel problem he needed advise on how to handle. The morning 
of September 7, Paul shared with Joe Coco and myself the problem Ken described. 
Joe Coco, myself, and Paul Cunningham met with Joe An glim and Dave Park to 
discuss the situation and determine what steps should be taken. 

The problem was with Robert Morley, che Assistant Scout Shop Manager, sending 
a package by UPS to a Mr. Freddi Orange at Hospital Audience, Inc., 1540 Broad- 
way, Mew York, Mew York 10036. The package was returned to the New England 
Scout Shop by UPS because of an incomplete address in that New York and the 
zip code was omitted. Diane Carter, a sales clerk in the Xew England Scout 
Shop and Ken O'Brien opened the package thinking it was a returned order so 
as to find out what was wrong and discovered the contents of the package to 
be highly questionable. The package contained 5 hardcore gay porno magazines 
and several Polaroid and Kodak photos of nude males in various poses. At the 
time, not knowing what to do, the manager refilled the package and put it 
under a table in his office. He subsequently left the office on vacation and 
during his absence, Robert Morley went into his 'office, got the package and 
rashipped it with a complete address to Mr. Freddi Orange. 

On approximately August 22, Ken O'Brien was opening mail in the N'ew England 
Scout Shop and opened a letter addressed to the ?>ew England Scout Shop, 3oy 
Scouts of America, attention Mr, Robert Motley that was not marked personal 
and confidential. He felt it might be an order and therefore, read the letter. 
A copy of the letter is attached. 

It was decided by ail concerned that someone should go to the Mew England 

Scout Shop and confront Mr. Morley on this situation and ask for h:ts resignation 

or terminate his employment with the 3SA. 

I flew to Boston the evening of September 7 and had dinner with Kan O'Brien 
wherein he detailed the chain of events which are as follows; a package was 
mailed by Robert Morley to Mr. Freddi Orange on July 20, 1983 and attached is 
a copy of the United Parcel Service pick-up record which indicates it went to 
Zone 2 and weighed 5 pounds. The package was returned approximately August 1 
to the New England Scout Shop because the state and zip code was not on the 
address. Diane Carter, a sales clerk, opened the box at the mail order desk 
and discovered a tan and white pinstripped hospital gown in the package. She 
then took the package into Ken O'Brien's office and asked him what this was 
all about. Ken then noticed a white 3" :< Li';" envelope in the box with a

M P 5t C' 1 initialed oa it. Id is assumed this meant Personal & Confidential. 
Because Che box was marked 3oy Scouts of America and the envelope also had 
our insignia on it, Ken felt it should be opened. When he opened the envelope, 
he pulled out 5 hardcore gay pornographic magazines and several pictures fell 
out of the magazines onto the floor. Diane Carter witnessed these concents 
also* Ken's description of the 5 magazines were hardcore, gay, pornographic, 
filled with illustrations of nude men in various poses of sexual contact. The 
snapshots that fell on the floor were taken with a Poloroid camera and some 
with a regular camera and each picture was one of a nude male in various poses 
showing frontal shots and various questionable actions* None of the pictures 
showed a complete face but Ken feels the pictures were of a 13 * 15 year old 
boy and some of the pictures were of an approximately 25 year old male. Also 
in the package was an 8" x 11M" New England Scout Shop flyer and on the back 
of the flyer was written £u black magic marker, "love ya, signed M. M." The 
M. M. evidently stands for Mother MorLey as he is known by that in his Scout 
troop . 

K.en then tesaalad the package and put it under a table in his office with 
doubts in his mind on what to do and left for vacation the following day. 
During Ken's absence, Robert Morley called Diane Carter at home one night 
asking if a package had been returned and she informed him one had and it was 
in Ken's office. Robert Morley evidently went into Ken's office and reshipped 
the package to Mr. Freddi Orange as evidenced by the United Parcel Service 
pick-up record dated 3/4/83 indicating the same package was shipped to zone 
2 and weighed 5 pounds. Sometime later, Uiane Carter answered the phone in the 
New England Scout Shop and it was from a Freddi Orange asking to speak to 
Robert Morley. : Jianc overheard Robert Morley say during his conversation with 
Mr. Orange, "Did you enjoy che package I sent you?" 

On approximately August 22, 1983, Ken O'Brien was opening ^aii in the Mew 
England Scout Shop and opened a letter addressed to the N'ew England Scout 
Shop to Mr. Robert Morley chat was not marked "personal S confidential" thinking 
it was possibLy an order that had to be filled because Mr. Morley was not in 
the office. The letter is attached and is highly questionable concerning the 
acts of Mr. Robert Morley with the individual Mother ! s Son. At 'this point, Kan 
felt he should contact us after thinking about the situation and did so the 
evening of September 6. 

The morning of September 3, 1983, I arrived at the >'ew England Scout Shop and 
mec with Mr. Robert Morley and Ken O'Brien in the Scout manager's office, I 
confronted Mr. Morley with the shipping of highly questionable material of a 
personal nature in a Soy Scout carton with a Soy Scout address label and at the 
Scout shop's expense. I informed him this was in affect stealing from the 3SA 
because of his personal use of our packaging material and our paying for the 
shipping costs of these personal items. I told him this act was subject to the 
immediate dismissal of his employment. He was informed by me that we knew the 
contents of the package and why we knew because we felt it was a returned order. 
I informed him that if this package had been misdirected because of an incorrect 
address, which was the reason it was returned to us, the damage to the BSA image 
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Joseph $. Coco 
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would be very significant. I showed him the UPS shipping record which beyond a 
reasonable doubc indicates he did the shipping. I asked Mr. Morley for an ex- 
planation. His remark was that Mr. Orange had spent a week at his house and 
after Mr. Orange's departure, he found these items in his house and was simply 
returning thera to Mr. Orange. I asked him why he didn't destroy the merchandise 
rather than reshipping it. He admitted that possibly he should have sent it by 
parcel post and was sorry it was shipped by UPS at our expense. I again informed 
him of the violation in using our packaging material and our shipping budget to 
ship items of a personal nature and especially the items involved which were 
highly questionable. He indicated that he knew this was wrong but felt he had 
no trouble in the past. I asked him what he meant and he stated that he felt 
he had been doing a fairly good job with the Boy Scouts. I again stated my 
view and then advised him .that we had also received the attached letter from a 
mother and why we had opened it because it was not marked "personal and con- 
fidential" and we thought it was an order. I hrnded the letter over to Mr. 
Morley and suggested that he read it now. AfleC ,*tr. Morley read the letter, he 
sort of shrugged his shoulder a little and looked down at the floor. From that 
point on, Mr. Morley found it difficult to look me in the face. After several 
other remarks I made to him concerning the shipping of the questionable material 
and now the receipt of this type of letter chat it did not lock good. He had no 
comment other than to glance at me and look at the floor. I then informed Mr. 
Morley that I felt he had one of two decisions to make* He could immediately 
resign his position and the matter would be dropped not*, or l would have to 
terminate him and the reason for his termination would be on the termination 
papers. Mr. Morley immediately responded chat he would give me his letter of 
resignation. I toLd him that would be unnecessary that I already had it typed 
up and all he had to do was sign it and I handed the letter of resignation over 
co him. Mr. Morley then immediately signed the letter. I then advised Mr. 
Morley that he should turn in his keys to the Scout shop, clean out his desk and 
leave. He immediately gave his keys to :<en, walked out to his desk and in less 
than 5 minutes was gone. Attached is the letter of resignation signed by 
Mr. Robert Morley. 

Conclusion: I feel we are justified in our asking for Mr. Morley f s resignation 
because of the following reasons: 

1. Stealing from the 3SA in the form of using our packaging material and 
our shipping costs to mail items of a personal nature. 

2. Immoral and indecent conduct in shipping this highly questionable 
material by UPS in our Soy Scout identified shipping carton. 

Both violations of this nature are subject to immediate dismissal according to 
our personnel policies. 

I feel the Personnel Division should look into future involvement of Mr. Morley 
with the Soy Scouts of America in that he is involved in the following activities: 

1. He is a volunteer Scoutmaster of Troop 326 in Brighton, Massachusetts. 
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2. He lives on Camp Sayre > 3oy Scout Reservation and is considered the 
caretaker. I think he helps on weekends with training courses • 

3. He is a mason. 

4. He was voted citizen of the year in 1982 in Brighton, Masachuesets by 
we think, che Kiwanas Club. 

5. He is the presiding patron of the Eastern Star. 

6. He is chairman of the trustees at his church. 

7. He is the district committee advancement chairman. 

To the best of my recollection, this is the chain of events that has led us 
to Mr. Morley's resignation and please contact me if there are any further 
questions *

The National Council, 8oy Scouts of America has directed us to 
inform you that you are no longer to be registered or involved 
in any Scouting activity at a local or national level, unless 
otherwise determined and that you sever any relations you may 
have with the Boy Scouts of America. 

Any further questions on the matter, on your part, should be di- 
rected to Legal Counsel, Boy Scouts of America, Irving, Texas. 

You should understand that BSA leadership registration is a priv- 
ilege and is not automatically granted to everyone who applies. 
We reserve the right to suspend or refuse registration whenever 
there is a concern that an inividual may not measure up to the 
high standards of leadership which the 3SA seeks to provide for 
American youth. Please also understand that this decision and 
the reasons for it will be maintained as confidential. 

The Council must ask for your resignation as a Caretaker of our Camp 
Sayre property, effective immediately, on the basis of the afore- 
mentioned directive. Should you choose not 'to resign, a letter of 
termination will be issued with the grounds for dismissal listed. 
In either case, please arrange to vacate the premises which you now 
occupy at Camp Sayre as soon as possible, but in no event, later than 
Sunday, October 23, 1983.

Upon receipt of a phone call from Bob Rose, Area Oirector, to me, to 
relate the circumstances surrounding the resignation of one Robert 
Morley from the National Supply Store in Needham, Ma, and the purported 
potential dangers of continued association' with the; Scouting movement in 
Mr. Morley's role as Scoutmaster and as Camp Caretaker at Sayre Reserva- 
tion, I did the following. 

1. Requested official documentation of the account of the resignation 
from the National Office of the. U.S.A. througn 8oo Rose and Sen Love. 
It was sent. 

Z. Reviewed the account of the documentation.- personally . 

3. Discussed the documentation with 3ob Rose again by phone as to action 
to be* taken. Bob indicated that he felt it was not a matter of wnethcr 
action had to be taken, but rather how it shoald be implemented. Hcwev&r, 
he left that decision up to the local council- to determine, but offered 
:o assist in the process. 

Discussed the matter with my Council President and v*e ooch s-j-c: ; i. . 
agreed that action should be t^?.cn sasc-J on :nc information proviso 

Had secretary type up a letter uf susses ion , following the Scanoufu- J r 

Leadership format, as prescribed iaaitional recomnienaation tnut r ie 

formally resign as Caretaker of the Council's Camp Sayre property, or oe 
terminated, and reasons listed in letter of termination. 

Called Mr. Morley at about 11::: a.m., 9/20/83 and asked that he come see 
me at the appointed hour of 3 :-J0 o.m. today. He asked, is there a prob- 
lem. I stated, I think so. See you at ;:GQ p.m. I asked Ralph Sisson 
to be a party to our meeting so that words exenanged would 3e documented. 

7. At about 2:45 p.m., 9/20/83, Mr. Morley came to the Scout Service Center 

but not alone. He was accompanied d>* P.ev . Paul Pitman, the Minister of 

the church where Mr. Morley is Scoutmaster, and also a Church Trustee, 
practicing member and Sunday School Tcacner. 

3. They were invited to my office. [ stured the letter with Mr. Morley and 
dSked for his reaction to it. su'.cc, I'm glaa you askea that, as u 
shows concern for me as a perwi. 
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Metnu to Sen Love, 8ob Rose - page 2 




9. He admitted to what he termed as an "indiscretion" in the past, but said 
y he had sought out treatment and counceling. He gave me the name of Dr. 

John Martin, 110 Francis St., 8oston, Ma. He indicated that he never 
entered a cabin at Sayre or had boys in his cabin in all his time there. 
He said, the Campmasters corns made those contacts. He denied that the 
ohotos were his and said when he found them, tie should have thrown them 
away. It was stuoid to mail them, he said. 

10. The minister then beaan to- comdemn^the 8oy Scouts of America for takina 
advantaae of Mr. Morley's sensitivity and intimated that he was coerced 
into resianina his job, based on entirely circumstancial evidence „n..] 
said the letter from the mother of a former Trooo memoer had no suostunc^ 
he said, "nothina, absolutely nothina'\ He also said that ooenino and 
readinq that letter constituted an ..invasion of Mr. Morlev's orivacy and 
indicated that some counselor (attorney) felt the actions taken acainst 
Mr, Morley were unjust. He stated that as far as : he was concerned, this 
whole matter had no substance and was wrong from £he beginning. He in- 
dicated Mr, Morley 1 s conduct and community participation had been exem- 
plary, including the leadership of his Soy Scout Troop and his Sunday 
School class. He stated he had resigned himself to Mr, Morley 1 s defense, 
in that he knew Mr, Morley was not a homosexual. He indicated he was 
going to do whatever was necessary to clear his name and get his job 
back. Rev. Pitman also asked if I was relieving Sob of his leadership 
role of his Scout Troop. I stated, that although I was not doing that 
at this time, there might come a rime when I would in good conscience 
have to make that decision in the interest of maintaining Standards of 
( Leadership. I indicated that Scouting is a private membership organiza- 

( tion. Because of the ministers strong advocacy for Mr. Morley's parti- 

cipation in Scouting and in his Troop, I backed off the letter requesting 
his "immediate" resignation as Scoutmaster and. Caretaker at Camp Sayre 
until a hearing could oe held which would involve (my suggestion) Pres. 
Sill Melville and Bod Rose. National should be represented further at 
this meeting because of the ramifications surrounding Mr. Morley's 
resignation, at the Scout Store. I would encourage that. 5:10p.m., 9/ZJ/i;. 

12. Since this meeting I have met with President Melville and he feels that 
National, 3.S.A has a distinct role in this process. He and I are both 
concerned about the Minister's condemnation of the action taken thus far 
by the National Council, B.S.A. and our pending action. Mr. Melville 
also feels that he and I are probably not equipped to deal with the issue 
of proof of Mr. Morley's immoral conduct as it relates to the issue of 
homosexuality or child abuse. He feels that the account which was shared 
with us certainly raises some doubts as to whether Mr. Morley should be 
leading boys or be in Scouting at all. This account precipitated my 
initial action. However, Rev. Pitman ' s' position totally supports Scout- 
master Morley. It is President Melville's fee-ling that National needs 
to provide legal counsel and support in this matter, as the initial pur- 
veyors of the information on which our case must be based and because 
Rev. Pitman has verbally committed himself to helping Bob get his job 
back. He feels we should not walk through National's account in detail and 
try to defend it with the minister. It could possibly be detrimental. 

Enclosed is a copy of a separate, more aboreviated accounting by Ralph 
Sisson of our meeting with Rev. Pitman and Robert Morley. This was written 
separate and not in collaboration with me, but is enclosed for substantiation. 

President Melville and I would aporeciate your representative participation, 
best thinking and legal counsel in this mutual proceeding and the next step, 
(possibly a hearing). 10:05p.m. - 9/2Q/83

This is a recap of the meeting which took place.* az about 3 this afternoon 
in Erik Nystrom's office. Present were Erik, bcc. Moriey, Rev. Paul Pitman, 
and I. - 

The subject was the need for Erik to talk to Boo torley about a situation 
which he had placed himself in and which required Erik to ask Bob to ssxxz 
sever all ties with the 3.S.A. 

Erik gave Bob a letter which Bob read and then handed to Paul Pitman. (I 
did not see the letter.) 

Bob's reaction was (1) to almost thanK Erik for the letter in that, „ 
according to Bob, he was treated as a person. (2) His second reaction was 
that "because of an indescreticn which took place some 6 years ago 11 he did 
feel he should..be dropped by Scouting which, he said, he had served well 
for 25 years. 

Paul Pitman stated that Bob is not a homosexual. He may have had homo- 
sexual tendencies years ago, but he no longer has such problems. 

Bob stated that he did have a problem years a^o, but on his own he sought 
help from both a doctor and his previous pastor. (Paul is pastor of the 
church in which Bob is active. Church also sponsors the Troop with wnich ' 
Bob is connected.)- 

Bob said that he dcea not put himself in any situation where he is alone 
wit:; soys, but is with boys only whtn another adult (s) is also present.
